and abroad for docaments of interest for Psychological tarfare studies 
ari iuvesiivation, He stated that it was realized that thare could be 
no hope of a humired per cent coverage out @ therocgh sampling and gpet 
gneck gould be made which should nrovide soed results over a twowrcar 
parted, He inquired of the membersaip thoir advice on thé axteat of 
information of this type which was available at hose ard abread. 


3e Im reply to the request, the various ammbers pointed out the 
amormity of the task, not only as a search, Dut for une farther trans 
Lation of material which was found. Ur. Bradford santionsd that the 
State Devartmant had alorefiime of the derunn Porelen Orfies archives 
which couprised a muge stere of documenta. Huch of thia Laforaation 
gould be weeded out on basin of antiquity or which wore on other gub- 
jecta, but nevertheless the scope of the proposed suiject would entail 
a ooneideraple amount of material.
